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into the interior passage in the same molding dies used for molding the half bodies and an 
intermediate element in manufacturing the synthetic resin hollow member incorporating an 
intermediate element therein, by DRI molding process. None of the cited references disclose 
the above mentioned interior passage and the above mentioned technical feature. Therefore, 
the cited references do not anticipate the present invention. 

Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for allowance.
